materials. The public hearing pre- 
sentation and public testimony 
will take place in the school au- 
ditorium at 6 p.m. Similar hear- 
ings are scheduled at 
Gaithersburg High School on 
Wednesday January 5 and at 
James Blake High School on 
Norwood Road in Silver Spring 
on Saturday, January 8. 

The Location/Design hearings 
will be the public’s first opportu- 
nity to review and comment on 
the Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement (DEIS) just released on 
November 22. The DEIS was 
prepared jointly by several agen- 
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on ICC 


cies — the US Department of 
Transportation, the Maryland De- 
partment of Transportation State 
Highway Administration and the 
Maryland Transportation Author- 
ity, In cooperation with the US 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA), the US Army Corps of En- 
gineers and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment (MDE). 

The ICC study area is located 
in Montgomery and Prince 
George’s Counties, extending 
from I-270 on the west to I-95/ 
US-1 on the east and from the

Center's Window Replacement 
Could Begin by April 2005 


Work to replace the windows 
in the Greenbelt Community 
Center could begin next April 
following approval on December 
1 by the State Board of Public 
Works of the city’s request to is- 
sue a sole-source contract for the 
project. The city now has per- 
mission to hire two firms that 
performed the demonstration 
project to the satisfaction of both 
the city and the Maryland His- 
torical Trust. These were 
MarChuk Construction of Vienna, 
Va., (general contractor) and the 
architectural firm of Vitetta Group, 
Inc. of Philadelphia. 

In anticipation of this ap- 
proval from the state, two resolu- 
tions for the negotiated purchase 
of services from the two compa- 
nies were introduced for first 
reading at the regular meeting of 
the Greenbelt City Council on 
November 22. The resolutions

will come before council again 
on December 13 for second read- 
ing and adoption. 

The total negotiated cost of 
the project is not to exceed 
$446,000 which is more than the 
amount committed for the project 
from state funds of $325,000 
with a $75,000 match from the 
city. The actual cost is expected 
to be $429,500. The excess cost 
could be covered from the city’s 
capital projects funds, according 
to comments prepared by City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin. 
Since the work will extend into 
the next fiscal year, it would also 
be possible to budget additional 
funds in FY 2006. 

Current funding covers only 
replacement windows on the 
north and east sides of the Com- 
munity Center’s 1937 wing. The 
front (south) windows were re- 
placed for architectural and his- 


torical integrity when the Center 
was renovated. 
Legislative Priorities 

At the same meeting, council 
reviewed a list of legislative pri- 
orities to discuss with delegates 
from the state and county when 
councilmembers join them at the 
annual legislative dinner on De- 
cember 15. 

Among issues on the pro- 
posed list was the reallocation of 
$300,000 in state bond funding 
now programmed for renovation 
of the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center to pay for replacement 
windows on the west side of the 
Community Center. The bond 
bill for the Springhill Lake Rec- 
reation Center expansion oc- 
curred before AIMCO, current 
owner of the apartment complex, 
proposed its redevelopment.

City to Use Block Grant 
To Purchase New Trailer

In addition to overseeing 
other business at the Greenbelt 
City Council meeting on October 
11, Mayor Judith Davis an- 
nounced a public hearing and 
invited citizen comment on the 
use of block grant funds for lo- 
cal law enforcement. Later 
council addressed approving the 
recommended use of the funds. 

The city was awarded funds 
through the Local Law Enforce- 
ment Block Grant (LLEBG) pro- 
gram conducted through the US 


Department of Justice. The pro- 
gram provides funds to local 
governments to underwrite 
projects designed to reduce 
crime and improve public safety. 
The amount awarded to 
Greenbelt this fiscal year is 
$11,677. It includes the re- 
quired 10 percent matching con- 
tribution from the city, which 
will be derived from seized drug 
money.

Red Cross Urgently

“It becomes increasingly chal- 
lenging to meet these patient 
needs during the holidays and we 
are asking each member of the 
public to imagine for just a mo- 
ment that the person who needs 
blood is their own family mem- 
ber, friend or even themselves,” 
said Gary Ouellette, chief execu- 
tive officer for the GC & P re- 
gion.

To be eligible to give blood: 
donors must be generally in good 
health; be at least 17 years of age 
or in the state of Maryland only, 
16 years of age with written pa- 
rental consent; weigh no less than 
110 pounds; have not received a 
tattoo within the past year; have 
not donated whole blood within 
the past 56 days.

An 800 number to help mem- 
bers and other consumers fight 
back against price gouging for flu 
shots has been put in place by 
AARP. The toll-free number 1- 
877-FLU-COST (877-358-2678) is 
operational from 7 a.m. to mid- 
night Monday through Friday. 

AARP Board Member Byron 
Thames, M.D., said, “This year’s 
flu shot supply has created an 
environment where access may be 
controlled through personal favor, 
and more often, through exorbi- 
tant pricing.” 

To help stop price gougers, 
the line will provide a way to 
report any pricing irregularities 
that people are aware of, either 
through personal experience or 
through friends or neighbors. 
Pricing experts agree that any- 
thing over $30, excluding doc- 
tors visit fees, could be an over- 
charge. 

AARP is also urging people 
to ask their medical providers 
about a pneumococcal vaccine. 
“Pneumonia shots are in full 
supply and can really save 
lives,’ Dr. Thames said.

Condo's Swimming Pool 
For Sale in Foreclosure

The A. J. Billig & Co. Auc- 
tioneers of Baltimore have an- 
nounced a mortgage assignees’ 
sale of the recreational unit at 
6640 Lake Park Drive Manor 
House, Greenbelt Lake Village 
Condominium in Greenbelt for 
Thursday, December 16 at 1 
p.m. on the premises. The 
property for sale is described as 
“not being a residential unit” 
and includes such amenities as 
“sitting areas, a terrace room, 
an exercise room, a billiard 
room, an activities room and a 
swimming pool and deck.” The 
property is being sold in “as 
is” physical condition without 
warranty of any kind and sub- 
ject to and with the benefit of 
all conditions, restrictions and 
agreements of record affecting 
the same, including the Decla- 
ration of Greenbelt Lake Vil- 
lage Condominium. A $50,000 
deposit will be required of the 
purchaser at time of sale and 
the deposit must be increased 
to 10 percent of the purchase 
price within 24 hours of sale. 
The property is being offered 
for sale by the assignees to a 
Purchase Money Mortgage 
dated April 10, 1997 with legal 
representation by Saul Ewing 
LLP, attorneys. 

The Ewing firm has not re- 
sponded to a query for informa- 
tion. Martin Leob of Metro- 
politan Management Co., man- 
ager of Greenbelt Lake Village 
Condominium (also known as 
the Lakes at Greenbelt Village) 
declined to provide information 
on advice of legal counsel. 

This sale appears to be the 
latest action in a dispute be- 
tween the condominium associa- 
tion and the builder of the de- 
velopment. The details of this 
dispute are not available but it 
appears related to alleged defi- 
ciencies of construction that 
have not been resolved. Report- 
edly, the association ceased 
payment on the mortgage for 
the recreational facilities at the 
development sometime ago in

an effort to get the builder to 
take action. The mortgage hold- 
ers have now responded by 
placing the property up for sale 
for foreclosure purposes. 

City Manager Michael P. 
McLaughlin has said that the 
city 1s aware of the auction sale 
but considers it a matter be- 
tween the association and the 
developer. Greenbelt Director of 
Planning and Community De- 
velopment Celia Craze has ad- 
vised that there are no signifi- 
cant building code deficiencies 
outstanding at this time. At one 
time, in 1998, condo buyers and 
public officials expressed much 
dissatisfaction with the construc- 
tion work being done by the 
builder, Foundation Properties, 
Inc. 

Since the recreational facili- 
ties at Greenbelt Lake Village 
are difficult to access by those 
who are not residents of the 
condominium and appear to be 
restricted as to their use, there 
has been speculation as to who 
might be interested in purchase 
and in what amount. It may 
be possible that some form of 
resolution to the disputes be- 
tween the condominium asso- 
ciation and the builder or other 
legal action might take place 
before or after the sale occurs.

Celebrate

High Point High School, alma 
mater of many Greenbelt students 
in the ’50s, ’60s and ’70s, has 
turned 50. 

In 1954 a new high school 
was opened “on a hilltop high 
above us” — oh no, nostalgia has 
set in — that’s from the school 
song — in Beltsville. To honor 
that moment in history the school 
hosted an anniversary party on 
October 23 with alumni and fac- 
ulty invited to celebrate. 

Approximately 300 people at- 
tended the party. Six members of 
the first graduating class (1956) 
attended: Richard Rosenswieg, 
who grew up in Greenbelt and is 
currently a docent for the 
Greenbelt Museum; Terry Wiram; 
Joan Rexrode Welch; Lee Chaney 
Carter; Leonard Beacraft; and I, 
Judy Ransom Bell. 

In 1953, after Greenbelt teens 
had completed the ninth grade at 
Greenbelt Junior High School, 
they began their high school 
years at Northwestern High 
School in Hyattsville. It was an 
exciting time for us. Northwest- 
ern was big and full of life, teem- 
ing with adolescent energy. I 
loved being there, feeling my 
oats as a sophomore, attending a 
high school which held a great 
reputation. 

But sometime during that 
1953 year it was announced that 
some of us would be transferring 
to a new school. I was not a 
happy camper. However, having 
no other choice, I reluctantly be- 
gan my final two years of high 


school “out in the country” or so 
it seemed then, when there was 
still wide-open land left in that 
part of the county. 
Opening 

When it opened in 1954, High 
Point was a combination junior-se- 
nior high school. And since there 
was no graduating class in 1955, 
the juniors got to be the upper- 
classmen for two years. It wasn’t 
long before we began to feel spe- 
cial since our class was involved in 
picking the team name (Eagles), 
school colors (blue and gold — af- 
ter some dispute because some of 
us wanted black and white), the 
school song, name of the yearbook 
(The Eyry), and name of the 
school newspaper (The Beacon). 
Oblivious at the time, I realized 
later that our class was part of a 
team of administrators, faculty and 
staff who were beginning to estab- 
lish a solid foundation for our- 
selves and thousands of future stu- 
dents who would call High Point 
their alma mater. 

First Faculty 

At the 50th anniversary party, 
Dr. Allan Chotiner, first principal 
of High Point (1954-1973), remi- 
nisced about what a fine faculty 
he served with in those early 
days. Who could forget Mrs. 
Biggs; Mrs. Geoghegan; Mr. 
Woodburn (who attended the 
party); Mr. Owens (of science cen- 
ter fame); Frankie McMillen; 
Katherine Keene, who lived in 
Greenbelt; Mr. Scott; the gorgeous 
Miss Brown; Dorothy Gonthier, 
who resides in Greenbelt and is 
still a world traveler (she was in 
Paris at the time of the party); or

All 
spoke in glowing terms about 
High Point, sharing their memo- 
ries and many accomplishments 
of the school, not the least of 
which is the diversity of the 
population. Flags from 70 differ- 
ent countries are hung from the 
auditorium ceiling. 

The anniversary party gave me 
the opportunity to look back on 
those high school years with a re- 
newed sense of appreciation, sepa- 
rating out all the angst that goes 
with adolescence and recognizing 
with pride that High Point served 
me well. Happy Anniversary to 
the school on the hill.

Capital Beltway (I-495/I-95) on 
the south to the Patuxent River 
on the north. 

Alternatives 

In addition to a No-Action 
(no-build) alternative, two build 
alternatives are under consider- 
ation. The Corridor | (southern 
route) alternative includes op- 
tions within Rock Creek Park 
and Northwest Branch Park. 
Corridor 2 (the northern align- 
ment) includes options in Rock 
Creek Park, Norbeck, 
Spencerville, Burtonsville and 
Fairland. Although both north 
and south alternatives are 
planned to end at the same gen- 
eral location in Prince George’s 
County (in the Ammendale area 
near US 1 and Muirkirk Road), 
an option is under consideration 
that would terminate the project 
at either US 29 or I-95. 

The Corps of Engineers, EPA 
and MDE are cooperating agen- 
cies in the preparation of the 
DEIS. By law, a cooperating 
agency has jurisdiction over 
some portion of the project or 
has special expertise. The 
Corps is the permitting agency 
for the federal Clean Water Act 
Section 404 permit that would 
be required for the project. It 
also regulates discharges of 
dredged or fill material into wa- 
ters of the United States, includ- 
ing wetlands, pursuant to the 
Clean Water Act. These dis- 
charges also require permits 
from the Corps. 

The EPA has discretionary 
veto authority over the Section 
404 permit and special expertise 
with respect to the Clean Water 
Act guidelines. 

The agencies that prepared 
the DEIS believe that the ICC 
study also satisfies the alterna- 
tive analysis requirements of the 
Maryland Nontidal Wetlands 
Protection Act for proposed im- 
pacts to nontidal wetlands. 

In addition, a water quality 
certification, pursuant to the 
Clean Water Act, will be re- 
quired from MDE. 

Study Scope 

The DEIS made available to 
the public is a voluminous 
document consisting of four 
volumes. These include the 
DEIS summary, a description of 
the affected environment (study 
area), the consideration of alter- 
natives, environmental conse- 
quences, the draft Section 4(f) 
evaluation; a section on environ- 
mental stewardship; and agency 


coordination and public in- 
volvement. In addition there 
are references, figures, tables and 
appendices. 

In accord with Council on 
Environmental Quality recom- 
mendations, technical informa- 
tion that is summarized in the 
DEIS is provided in detail in 
technical reports on the natural 
environment; socioeconomic and 
land use, air quality, noise qual- 
ity, site assessment, cultural im- 
pact assessment, environmental 
stewardship, archeological iden- 
tification and sampling survey, 
travel analysis and a University 
of Maryland economic impact 
study. The DEIS, the above 
listed technical reports and a 
project booklet are available e1- 
ther through the ICC Study 
website (www.iccstudy.org) or by 
calling their toll-free line (1- 
800-462-0020). 

For Greenbelt residents inter- 
ested in this latest reincarnation 
of the ICC (the facility having 
been rejected at least three times 
over the past 40 years), there 
will be a lot of information to 
review between now and the 
hearings. The ICC Study Team 
and state and federal regulatory 
agencies are encouraging public 
comment on the project. 

Public Comments 

Input for the public hearing 
can be provided in a number of 
ways: written comments pro- 
vided by letter (mail) or through 
the project’s website, private tes- 
timony to court reporters at the 
hearings or public testimony in 
the auditorium at the hearings. 
Statements and exhibits to be 
included in the public hearing 
transcript must be received by 
February 1, 2005, submitted to 
Wesley Mitchell, Mail Stop C- 
301, Project Planning Division, 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration, 707 North Calvert 
Street, Baltimore, MD 21202. 

City Council 

It is expected that the 
Greenbelt City Council will 
consider the DEIS hearings and 
continue to testify strongly 
against the ICC as have former 
councils over the past decades. 
A significant issue for Greenbelt 
is that an ICC facility terminat- 
ing in the I-95 or Muirkirk 
Road area will probably connect 
to a proposed MD 201 
(Kenilworth Avenue) extension, 
if built. Such a connection is 
expected to increase traffic 
through Greenbelt.

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
objected strongly to this realloca- 
tion. He said the city should 
move forward with the recreation 
center project because AIMCO’s 
plans are indefinite at this time. 

Other councilmembers sup- 
ported the idea of reallocating the 
funds. They noted that at this 
time council would only be ex- 
ploring with the state delegation 
the possibility of a change in fo- 
cus for the funds. It was sug- 
gested that it is premature for the 
city to plan expansion of the rec- 
reation center at Springhill Lake at 
this time with renovation of the 
complex under consideration by 
AIMCO. When the legislative pri- 
ority list was subjected to a vote, 
Roberts was the sole dissenter. 

Other Priorities 

Other state issues to be dis- 
cussed at the legislative dinner 
are planning and zoning author- 
ity for municipalities, protection 
of municipal funding sources and 
support for legislation which 
would limit the power of judges 
to reduce sentences. 

County issues on the list in- 
clude the amendment of the 
County Woodlands Ordinance to 
decrease allowed mitigation of 
woodlands, replacing mitigation 
with increased preservation. 

Listed topics involving both 
the state and the county are reno- 
vation of Greenbelt Middle 
School, city opposition to the In- 
tercounty Connector coupled with 
support for an inner-Beltway 
Purple Line and opposition to an 
additional Beltway interchange at 
Greenbelt Metro station.

The program requires that an 
advisory board review and make 
non-binding recommendations on 
the use of the grant. Both the po- 
lice department and the LLEBG 
Advisory Board recommend the 
funds be used toward the purchase 
of a trailer to serve as a mobile 
classroom at the firearms range to 
replace one so deteriorated that 
the department considers it danger- 
ous to use. The recommendation 
includes reprogramming last year’s 
funds of $25,563 to this same 
project to cover the cost. 

Last year’s funds had been des- 
ignated for in-car video cameras 
in four or five police cruisers. 
However, the police department 
now considers replacement of the 
trailer to be the higher priority. 
Captain Daniel O’Neil, of the 
Greenbelt Police Department, told 
council there are too many open, 
on-going technology projects in 
the department to add installation 
and implementation of the video 
cameras in patrol cars at this time. 
To do so would seriously tax 
technology staff, he said, and 
there were fears that the video 
camera technology would become 
outdated before the program 
could be implemented. 

Phil Nichols of the LLEBG 
Advisory Board was present and 
told council the board had voted 
unanimously for using the funds 
as the police department pro- 
posed, even though members also 
supported the video cameras. It 
was reported that one member of 
the board had voted with reserva- 
tions over concerns about not in- 
stalling the video cameras in po- 
lice cruisers and because the per- 
son considered the proposal a

“borderline” legitimate use for the 
funds. However the police depart- 
ment had verified with the grant 
administrator that since the trailer 
would not be on permanent 
footers nor have plumbing it did 
meet the program’s criteria to be 
considered equipment. The pro- 
gram precludes use of funds for 
real estate or construction of new 
facilities. 
Approval 

When the item came up later in 
council’s agenda for the evening, 
councilmembers expressed con- 
cerns about giving up the in-car 
video cameras and asked questions 
about the status of the lap-top 
computers for police officer use. 
O’Neil said the department is still 
not where it would like to be 
with the use of the lap-top com- 
puters, but that the situation is 
“very improved.’ He favored the 
purchase of the trailer instead of 
the video cameras, he said, be- 
cause of the dire state of the exist- 
ing old trailer and because of in- 
sufficient technology resources, as 
previously explained. 

Several councilmembers had 
concerns that the block grant 
funds may not be available when 
the city is ready to address the 
video camera project. City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin said he 
supports the purchase of the 
trailer even though he is in favor 
of having the cameras. He said 
if grant funds are not available 
for the cameras, the city will 
have to use its own funds. 

After discussion, Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens’ motion to ap- 
prove the recommendation to pur- 
chase the new trailer was passed 
unanimously.

Tinsley Arrested In Houston 


Kevin Maurice Tinsley, 
wanted suspect in the fatal stab- 
bing of Doreen Michelle Mc- 
Clendon of the 6200 block of 
Breezwood Drive, was arrested in 
Houston, Texas by the US 
Marshal’s Service on December 
3, five days after the November 
28 incident, according to 
Greenbelt police. Tinsley was 
tracked to Houston, arriving on a 
Greyhound bus on December 1. 
When this information became 
known, a team consisting of mar- 
shals and members of the Hous- 
ton Police Department was 
formed. An intensive search of 
the downtown Houston area led 
to a local homeless shelter where 
Tinsley was arrested without in- 
cident, police said. Tinsley is to 
be extradited to Prince George s 
County but still remained in 
custody in Houston as of Decem- 
ber 6. 

Responding to a complaint, 
police found McClendon on the 
hallway floor of her apartment 
building with multiple stab 
wound injuries. She was pro- 
nounced dead at Prince George’s 
Hospital. 


The mother’ of — four, 
McClendon had an allegedly tu- 
multuous relationship’ with 
Tinsley, her live-in boyfriend. 
Greenbelt police have charged 
him with first degree murder, 
first degree assault, armed rob- 
bery, armed carjacking, theft and 
the unlawful taking of a motor 
vehicle. 

A December 4 story by Avis 
Thomas Lester in the Washing- 
ton Post reported that Mc- 
Clendon had sought a protective 
order against Tinsley the day be- 
fore her death. A court commis- 
sioner had denied the request rul- 
ing that she had not provided 
enough evidence that abuse had 
occurred or been threatened. Af- 
ter locking herself and her chil- 
dren in the apartment all night, 
she ventured out to get coins 
for the laundry. Moments later, 
her daughter heard screams, 
Lester reported. McClendon was 
able to identify her assailant to 
both her mother and Greenbelt 
police before dying in surgery, 
according to Lester. 

Funeral services for Mc- 
Clendon were held December 3.

Terry 
Hamilton, who watched as Santa 
was giving out candy canes to 
his two kids and all the other 
children, was amazed by the turn- 
out. “Last year there was about 
half the number of people that are 
here tonight,” said Hamilton. 
Weather was a problem last year, 
according to Nancy Wilmont of 
the Recreation Department, as 
sleet and rain kept residents at 
home. “Overall, I think about 
600 people came to the ceremony 
this year and it was great to see 
everyone enjoying themselves,” 
said Wilmont. 

The art and craft fair, also in 
its 33rd year, allowed Greenbelters 
to look at and purchase various 
items by local artists. About 40 
exhibitors had tables displaying 
work that was individually hand 
crafted. Frederick resident Rick 
Keeney had a stand of birdhouses 
that he made from tin and barn 
wood. Each birdhouse took be- 
tween 30 minutes and 60 minutes 
to complete. Each house was 


unique in appearance from the 
clocks, lights and grapevines used 


to decorate them. 

People could also buy pictures 
from the Greenbelt Photo Club, 
which showed work taken by 
amateur photographers. There 
were photos of flowers, forest 
scenes and wildlife from lions to 
seals. At another table Diona 
Green, who owns a scented candle 
business, let customers take a 
whiff of different aromas in each 
jar like peppermint and straw- 
berry. Besides candles, other 
popular items for sale included 
homemade jewelry, skin lotion 
and herbal stress relief products. 

Mary Gawlik and Gene Sickle 
of the Greenbelt Pottery Guild 
have been regular participants at 
the fair and have used the pro- 
ceeds from sales to buy equip- 
ment and services for the guild. 
“This fair has always been the 
perfect venue to show wonderful 
crafts and also get others to sup- 
port the program,” Gawlick says. 
The group raises money to sup- 
port functions like ceramics 
classes for those who want to 
learn the art. 

Children could also take part 
in the craft making. There were 
workshops for ages 6 to 10 on 
Saturday and Sunday where kids 
learned to make puppets, paper 
decorations and decorative Christ- 
mas wreaths. Nicole DeWald, arts 
assistant at the Center, coordi- 
nated the event along with Bar- 
bara Davis and John Norden of 
the art department. “We had a 
good mix of new and old artists 
and I’ve gotten comments from 
people that they were pleased 
with the overall exhibition of the 
show,” said DeWald.

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Safety Tip 


Fresh Tree Guide 

The city’s Public Safety 
Advisory Committee makes 
the following suggestions 
on how to keep the holi- 
days safe for those choos- 
ing a fresh cut tree. 

The key is to start with a 
tree that is fresh because a 
fresh tree will stay green 
and moist longer and is 
less likely to ignite. To 
judge a tree’s freshness note 
the color. A fresh tree is 
very green. The needles are 
hard to pull off the 
branches and bend but do 
not break when bent be- 
tween the fingers. The tree 
can also be held upright 
and the trunk banged on 
the ground. If a large num- 
ber of needles fall off or if 
the trunk is dry instead of 
sticky with resin, the tree is 
probably not fresh. 

Once up and decorated, 
keep water in the stand to 
keep the tree from drying 
out. 

Lights: check for broken 
or cracked sockets and 
frayed or bare wires. Use 
no more than three standard 
sets of lights per extension 
cond: Never Wser clectiie 
lights on a metallic tree.
